Aguirre, sayn tliat at the battlo in the 
mountains near 8an lingo de Cuba, 
March 24, when the Cnbana were dis- 
tributed iu Btrong IK. litions, and the 
Spaniards were formed in one body, 
trying to jistxinrl, tho attacking columns 
lost 279 killed and wounded, including 
four officers. Tho Cubans' loss were 18 
killfid and about 60 wounded. The Cu- 
bans had » very advantageous position 
iu this fight and played havoc with 
thoir enomics ranks. 
The Spauish troops landed, at Havana 
last Moiulay and TacstVvy, according to 
the statement »f Mr. AguiiTc, and aro 
in poor condition. 
They arc poorly 


clad, arc without shoes and blankets, 
and many of them are more boys, 


Citrloa Aguirro had an encounter with 
the sou of the chief of police of Havana, 
in which he sustained a slight wound 
ou the bejui, and Vfrmnded his opponent. 
Mr. Aguirre says that the talk of Gen- 


eral Siiuguilly being a traitor is erro- 
neous. Tho government, he states, 
would be gliifl to have it BO, and are 
taking ovei-y means to give it this ap- 
pearauce.

DKTROIT, April 2. — In the election of 


a justice of the supreme conrt and two 
regents of 'tho university yesterday 
Michigan Republicans wore again easily 
victorious. Tho vote was very light 
throughout the state, not to exceed half 
the vote of last full being polled. The 
latest indications are that .Moore, Re- 
publican, defeated McGrath, Democrat, 
tho present incumbent, by 25,000. The 
Eopublicau plurality on governor in 
1884 was 106,;i!)2. The Republican can- 
didates for regents aretueetod by about 
similar pluralities. 


Eeports from tho city and township 
elections thus far show that the Repub- 
licans havo held their own for the most 
part.

COLUMBUS, O., April 2.—Last Satur- 


day Mrs, W. H. B. Williams, wifo of a 
Teal e-strtte-mnrrTesidirrg"<at Grove Gity, 
it village about eight miles southeast of 
Columbus, urrived in the city with her 
three children—Annie, aged 14; Maud, 
u^'ed 1^, and Harry, aged 7—and regis- 
tered uli tho Park hotel. Yesterday 
mnniiii!!1 about 8 o'clock Mrs. Williams 
left the Iliotol and about y o'clock in the 
al'tet-notin a ehamberoiaid, who went to 
the room to put it in order, found two 
of the children, Maud and Harry, dead 
in bed, the latter with his throat cut. 
There "was a bloody riiKor on the foot of 
the bed. 


Am:in said that wlimi.hor mother 


went' away she cautioned her not to go 
near the bed and to nay nothing to aiiy 
one about her absence. 


Mr. Williams arrived later in the 


al'lernoin, and would not permit his 
danfjlilei: to talk. He aud his daughter 
wero locked up at tlio police station 
pending an investigation.. 
Shortly afterward Mrs, Williams was 


nrre.*ied. She showed no evidences of 
insanity and told the story of tho horri- 
1)1.0 orium in a calm voice. She said she 
hud m:;de up her mind last week to kill 
hersuir and her children ttud came to 
Columbus for that purpose. Hho se- 
cured some opium and all three took the 
drug .Saturday night. It took effect 
only 0:1 the little girl, Maud. She then 
determined to secure a razor, and wait- 
ed until yesterday morning. She first 
cut tlie boy's wrist, expecting him to 
"bleed to dontli. He awakened, how- 
:ever, und then she cut his throat. The 
body of Mauil was not. toucliod by the 
razor.

Mrs. Williams fchcn asked Annie to 


lot her cat her wrist, bat the child 
hedged so piteously she lost courage aud 
left, tlie hotel intending to drown her- 
sel ?, Biiie said it then occurred to her 
that Annie might be accused of the 
crime and she changed her mind and 
went to the houi>e of a friend, Mrs. John 
C. Lester, in another part of tho town, 
where she was found, yesterday evening. 


Aiu.iei was a witness of the murder of 


her little brother. She said that when 
her mother went away from the hotel 
tho latter cautioned her not to leave the 
room for 13 or '20 minutes. Annie wait- 
ed aud then went to her father's office 
iu the city and- d»h>ered to him a note 
which her mother had given her for her 
father. She also told her father accord- 
ing to her mother's request that the 
two chijidren wore dead, and he hastily 
returned with her to the hotel.
